PREPAREDNESS. 

If the United States wishes to make itself a 
gation it must make itself worth while, materially 
as well as spiritually, to a vast majority of ite peo 
ple To satisfy 51 per cent will not do. Much less 
than 49 per cent in Engiand did not consider the 
nation worth while at the outbreak of the war, and 
they succeeded in endangering the safety of the 
empire. ? 

Tue willingness to sacrifice life if necessary, 
which is patrictism, is not nourished on starvation 
wages, tenements, unemployment, unhealthy hours 
of work, and, although these things ere not char- 
acteristic of America, they exist. Preparedness 
against danger must include an eradication of them. 

Something has already been done in that direc- 
tion. Within fire years, from data collected by 
Dr. John R. Commons and Dr. John B. Andrews, 
workingmen's compensation for industrial accidents 
has been adopted in twothirds of the United | 
States. Eleven states have minimum wage laws 
of ope sort or another. Child labor has been regu- 
lated through the federal control of interstate com- 
merce, and certain dangerous industries in which 
workers are poisoned have been largely suppressed 
through federal taxation power. There has been 
considerable interference with the hours of labor, 
especially among women, and night work for women 
and children has been pretty effectually prohibited 
in several communities. 

In the last two years, 1914 and 1915. over five 
hundred laws have been passed by state legislatures 
on social problems of this mature. And in spite of 

u this activity the surface of the subject has 
searcels been touched. 

Many of these laws were in the interests of the 
‘laboring people, the wage earners, but entirely op- 
posed to the welfare of the country at large. Many 
are frankly experiments. Some of them are not 
enforcible because they were passed by an active 
and evangelistic majority without reference to 
facts. . 

They may be classed under various There 
are some experiments in bargaining, and it must 
be remembered that labor unions are proving as 
dangerous to industry, and as unjust in some cases, 
as industry sometimes is to the individual laborer. 
Under this bead comes the minimum wage. There 
are also to be considered measures for the health 
of workers. under which we have already made 
Some beadway in prevention of Fecidents and 
poisoning, and in sanitation. We have scarcely 
touched upon the problem of taking care of those 
ko have been injured in industry, although a bill 
for sick insuratice along the lines of the German 
method has been introduced in several state legi«- 
lature. 

There ix also the problem of unemployment which 
must be met. The United States has already at- 
tempted to deal with it through a series of em- 
ployment agencies in the larger cities, but not much 
has been accomplished. The expense of transpor- 
tation from a field where labor is plentiful and work 
scarce to a field where labor is scarce and work 
plentiful has made them, as they are constituted, 
insignificant. Other nations provide cheap trans- 
portation for labor, a means prohibited by the Hep- 
burn act in this country. 

But the outstanding fact of our attempts to or- 
ganize industry on a basis tolerable to a large pro- 
portion of wage earners is our failure of co- 


Each act of regulation has been regarded as an 
imposition by almost every one affected by it. 4 
tyrannical government, it seems to them, is forcing 
@nnecessary laws and restrictions upon legitimate 
private activity. 

A part of this feeling is due to our lack of na- 
tionalization. The Italian immigrant cannot under- 
stand why his children under 14 or 14, or whatever 
the age limit is, are not permitted to do light 
work. He worked in Italy. Why should not they 
do likewise in America? 

Organizations of business men, however, have not 
applied their minds to this sort of problem. They 
have been hostile in the past to almost all regula- 
tion and are only beginning to take an interest in 
a decent organization of industry. 

These problems are quite as important, ff not so 
pressing, as the building of a navy and the estab- 
lishment of a sound military system. 


THE LATEST NOTE. 

Our emphatic if somewhat belated reminder to 
England and France that we have rights upon 
the bigh seas we hope will result in some modifi- 
cation of the unlawful interference with our mail 
by entente naval craft. However, the injuries 
complained of, though humiliating and, for the 
private citizen victimized, in some cases seriously 
damaging, are not of a nature to threaten serious 
complications, especially as our government has 
shown every evidence of its unwillingness to bring 
serious pressure upon the entente allies in any 
case. 

But it will be interesting to see how much con- 
sideration our restraint has got us. 


STRONG IN HIS OWN RIGHT.

The health commissioner's report on insanitary 
conditions at pumping stations emphasizes what THe 
Tripune has said as to the contrast between our 
municipal inefficiency and the standards maintained 
by well run public utility corporations. Chicago bas 
access to an unsurpassed water supply. Yet because 
of official slackness we get contaminated water. It 
is inexcusable—and symptomatic. While we are 
reading Dr. Robertson's report, a pay roll scandal 
breaks into the light of day. 

It is the interest of the managers of a private cor 
poration to make it pay its stockholders and its pa- 
trons. It ought equally to be the interest of public 
officials to make municipal administration pay the 
public. It is not so, if we may judge by results. Pri- 
vate officials are kept in office by efficient service to 
their employers. Public officials are kept in office 
by efficient service to a party or a boss at the ex- 
pense of their employers, the public. 

The difference is the result of the difference be- 
tween investors and citizens. The former demand re- 
sults. The latter want to be left alone. They are 
often the same person, but their standards are differ- 
ent in private and public business. 

A thorough inquiry into our water department 
should be carried through. It will repay the effort. 
But we ought not to overlook the truth back of water 
service inefficiency. Inefficient public administration 
is the inevitable result of inefficient citizenship.

If 
de pasees through the first month his 
chance of surviving pneumonia and colds 
increases every month that he lives. 

What can be done to prevent the baby 
from taking cold? If he is breast fed 
he will increase his chance of escaping 
coids. Above ell he must be kept away 
from people who have colds. 

If a mother has a cold shall she wean 
her baby? No, but she should hold a 
handkerchief or a piece of gauze over 
her mouth and nose when she is nursing 
the baby or is around him for any other 
purpose. She must not kiss her baby 
while she has a cold. 

Children with colds must be kept away 
from the baby. e

The temperature of the room in which 
the child ig kept must be regulated in 
part by the age of the child and in part 
by ite capacity to resist cold. Ifa child 
while kept in cold air is noticed to have 
cold feet or to have an irritating cough 
he should be transferred to a warmer 
room. ! 

Varying according to season and thé 
individuality of the baby, the out of 
doors program of a baby should be as 
follows: In summer a baby can be 
taken out of doors when one week old; 
in the spring and fall when one month 
old; in winter when three months old. 
After daily ottings have been begun 
they should be continued except on 
rainy, snowy, very windy or very cold 
days.

of Admiral Halliday, who assumed the 
name of his mother, Lady Jane Tolle- 
mache, daughter of the Earl of Dysart, 
on succeeding to her estates. 

The Toliemache family is among the 
most ancient in England, having been 
settied in England since the days of the 
Saxon heptarchy, the name of Tolle 
mache being supposed to signify a dell 
ringer. In the church at Helmingham, 
where Lord Tollemache has his ances- 
tral home, there repose the mortal re- 
rains of most of the Tollemachés who 
have owned the mamor ever since the 
days of William the Conqueror. A fea- 
ture of this hoary edifice is the flint 
tower, erected by the Tollemaches in 
1487. Over the main entrance of Hel- 
mingham manor is inscribed: 

When William the Conqueror reigned with 
great fame. 


This manor was my seat, and Tollemache my 
name. 


The Tollemaches figured conspicuously 
in the reign of King Stephen. They owe 
the earkiom of Dysart to the marriage 
of Lionel Tollemache to the daughter and 
heiress of Will Murray, first Karl of 
Dysart and whipping boy of Charlee I. 

Young Murray was a nephew of the 
provost of Eton college, the tutor of 
Charites I., and was selected by his uncle 
to act as a playmate for Charles and as 
an associate of his studies, but; above 
all, in order to receive castigation for the 
shortcomings of the prince. 


ORD TOLLEMACHE, who is re- 


co 

In those days, when royalty was re- 
garded as sacred, it was high treason in 
the eyes of the law for any subject to 
raise his hand against a member of the 
reigning house. But inasmuch ag the 
children of the sovereign stood quite as 
much in need of correction and discipline 
as the offapring of ordinary citizens, 
they were provided with whipping boys. 
who were flogged in their stead for their 
misdeeds. Charles became very much 
attached to his whipping boy, and when 
he grew up end ascended the throne load- 
ed him with favors, conferring upon him 
the earldom of Dysart and the barony 
of Huntingtower, now heid by the head 
of a different branch of the Tollemache 


on record as the only lady who succeed- 
ed in tempting the great Lord Protector 
from the strict path of hig matrimonial 
duty. Fer she made no secret of the 
fact that after the battle of Worcester 
she had obtamed the release of her hus- 
band by her complaisance to Cromwell. 
Helmingham is one of the most pic- 
turesque and beautiful of the moated 
homes of old England, its last restora- 
tion dating from early Tudor times, and

The Tollemaches have in modern times 
been somewhat noted for their eccen- 
tricity, from which the present Lord 
Tollemache and his grandfather and im- 
mediate predecessor in the title have 
been, however, entirely free. The late 
Lord Tollemache, indeed, was one of the 
most charming and amiable men in 
England, the kindest and most consid- 
erate of landiords, and the author of the 
great doctrine of “three acres and 4 
cow” as necessary for the welfare of 
each of the hundreds of laborers on his 
estates, '

The oddest of all the Tollemaches was 
undoubtedly the Rev. Ralph Tollemache, 
grandson of the seventh Earl of Dysart, 
who towards the close of his life was de- 
prived of his rectorship in Leicestershire 
on account of his extravagant behavior 
in church during divine service. Among 
other things he was wont to take with 
him into the pulpit a large and shrill 
whistle, which he blew vigorousiy.at any 
time when he wished to emphasize a 
Statement or to awaken his congregation 
from their slumbera. When he read the 
lessoms he would invariably walk twice 
around the lectern before commencing. 
and during the course of his sermons he 
would give the congregation information 
about his little mare, which, he said, was 
“quite like a daughter’ to him. He 
had an immense number of children, en- 
dowed with an extravagant number of 
the strangest names, such as Toedmag, 
Odin, Sextus, Ydwallo, and Fredegunda. 

One of hie unfortunate sons, a gallant 
officer of the Tenth Lincolnshire regi- 
mem, now at the front, found his pleth- 
ora of names so burdensome that, after 
his father’s death, he took legal means 
to jettison the greater portion of them,

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The Propagation of Plants. 
T is easy to grow most plants from 
cuttings if ohe goes at it in the right

way. Make sure, in the first place, 
that the cutting is in the proper con- 


dition. This is where so many fail, 
for they seem to be governed by the belief 
that a cutting is always in a condition 
to start readily. No so. If it is too old 


One thing to remember: Al- 


ways chew your food slowly. 


it often fails to make roots, and if too 
new it generally decays before the roots 
start. 

It is impossible to lay down any hard 
and fast rule by which one can determine 
this matter, but it is safe to say thatifa 
cutting breaks squarely when doubled 
back upon itself it will form roots, nine 
times out of ten, provided the directions 
given below are followed. 

The best soil to start cuttings inis pure 
sand. Fill a dinner plate with it if you 
have but few to start, and apply enough 
water to make it moist all through. Then 
insert the cuttings, putting about aninch 
of them below the surface. Pinch the 
sand firmly together about the base of 
them. Then set the plate in a rather 
warm place. 

~~ 

After chat be careful to see that the 
sand is never allowed to dry out. If it 
does your cuttings will be ruined. But 
do not apply enough water to make mud 
of the sand. What you are to aim at 18 
as even a condition of moisture as pos- 
sible. Most cuttings of soft-wooded 
plants, like geraniums, will begin to make 
roots in five or six days. Those of hard- 
wooded plants, like fuchsias, will 1 
a longer period. 

It is well to leave the plants in the sand 
until they have made a second set of 
leaves. Then remove them, and put them 
into small pots of good soil. Do this with- 
out disturbing the delicate roots, if pos- 
sible. Instead of pulling the cutting out 
of the sand, cut down about it with a 
sharp knife, and lift the cube of soil con- 
taining the roots of the plant without 
breaking it apart.

Every spring the plants in the window 
will be likely to require more or less 
pruning. Do not throw away the bits of 
branches that you cut off. Make cut- 
tings of them, and grow these for your 
own use in summer, or, if you have all the 
plants you care for, give them away to 
some one who loves flowers as well as you 
do, but who is not fortunate enough to 
have a supply. 

There will always be some one in the 
neighborhood who will be delighted to 
get them. Never let good material of 
this kind go to waste.

Perennial phlox. M. S. 8.1 This plant 
seldom gives satisfaction when grown 
frem seed, because of its tendency to re- 
vert to the colors of the original varieties. 
Ninety-five out of every hundred plants 
will produce flowers of no particular 
beauty. If you want any of the improved 
sorts it will be necessary to purchase 
thém from the florists, who propagate 
them by division. of the root instead of 
fromm seed.

UST because lemon juice is a good 
thing (it can hardly be called a 
food in the accepted sense), it does 
not make me happy to see a 16 year 
old boy in a lunchroom taking noth- 

ing but a piece of lemon pie and a cup 
of coffee for his 10 cent luncheon. 

Of course if he did not eat the crust he 
would save himself work, but besides the 
bit of cream in his coffee, and the per- 
haps overcooked meringue, there is noth- 
ing else in this combination that is solid, 
energy making food for his busy muscles. 

A boy can get enough for 10 cents in the 
shape of two eggs and bread and butter 
or a glass of milk and a bow! of rice, or 
some plain tapioca pudding to make him 
almost well nourished, if his other two 
meals are sufficient. With a luncheon 
of lemon pie and coffee he will be under- 
nourished and uncomfortable. Discom- 
fort ie a greater breeder of sin than idle 
ness,

“ Sucking the juice of a lemon re- 
freshes the system to a marked degree, 
especially in hot and exhausting days, 
says one dietitian who claims that this 
fruit has great therapeutic value.

B ERIC DE LAMARTER. 
HAT caught the eye first of all 
was the phrase “ All cotored 


composers’ nne 
suggestect Post-Impression- 


iam in its most flamboyant 
palette schemes. Come to find out, how- 
ever, the concert at Central Music hall 
yesterday afternoon was propaganda for 
the Afro-American musician. 

Its creed was stated in three sentences: 
“We are waging an active Campaign in 
order to exploit the creative talents of 
our foremost composers. Will you not 
become a part of this movement? When 
the music of this Country—known as 
American music—has reached a high 
plane of development, it will be disap- 
pointing if the Negro, with all of his 
startling originality, has had no part in 
its making.” 


-—>- 

So, the idea; now, the result. -This was 
a program, including compositions by 
Blind Boone, R. Nathaniel Dett, H. T 
Burleigh, and Nora Lena James. The 
soloists were Mr. Dett, a very capable 
pianist; W. Henry Hackney, tenor; Luella 
Smith, reader, and T. Theodore Taylor, 
accompanist. The program was very 
well presented, even allowing for Mr 
Hackney's stage fright. 

Never tote preconceptions to any con- 
cert! If you had expected to hear char- 
acteristic "’ Negro music recast in art 
form” idiom, you'd have been disap 
pointed in the songs. The piano pieces 
by Mr. Dett and by Blind Boone —fa- 
mous two decades and more ago—are in- 
teresting and successful attempts to do 
that very thing, however. Mr. Dett’s 
composition, in particular, has an ir 
definable tang and a definite craftsman’s 
scheme. 
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Naturally, the bulk of such work so far 
done is rather tentative than authorita- 
tive. The very style of it has yet to be 
conceived, and its medium to be designed. 
I do not know of any composer—any of 
these American music must be based 
either on Indian or Negro folk tunes 
cranks—who has found that style, or the 
idiom for accomplishing such a master- 
work. Even the quartet and the quintet 
by Dvorak, lovely and individual though 
they be, are American only because 
they are a blend, with a predominant Bo- 
hemian flavor. 

Mr. Dett has written several piano com- 
positions which ring true,“ and there- 
fore finds himself saddled with the re- 
sponsibility the early leaders always 
face. His next few years of work will be 
interesting to watch. 


“Poverty of a Great City.” 


What happened to 100,000 persons who 
came to the United Charities for help is 
told in The Poverty of a Great City.“ 
the title of the first comprehensive print- 
ed report of the United Charities of Chi- 
cago issued since 1912.

That one out of every twenty-five citi- 
zens of Chicago had some help from one 
or more of the twenty-nine activities of 
the United Charities last year is one 
striking fact stated in the report. The 
purpose and operation as well as figures 
showing work. accomplished by each of 
the twenty-nine departments is shown. 

The manner in which the organization 
met last year’s great unemployment crisis 
by disbursing $24,000 in one month in 
wages to 1,724 men employed by it in 
street ‘and vacant lot improvements is 
another feature.
